Drug Enforcement Chief Peter Fong 
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Sues Feds Again for Discrimination

Fong has a love-hate relation- 
ship with his employer. 
As an agent for the federal 

Drug Enforcement Adminis- 

tratlion (DEA) for the past 22 
years， he has consistently 
been rated "excellent"” or

commended by the DEA for 
running the most productive 
office of its size in the

In his current lawsuit，filed 
on June 2，Fong is fighting a 
transfer to the DEA's Wash- 
ington， DC office.， Three 
years a80 he was permanently 
assigned to the Sacramento 
office，and planned to stay 
there until his retirement in 
1989. For the first time in 
his career，he purchased a 
house， horses， and other 
property that would make 8a 
transfer difficult He has 
been transferred seven times 
in his career with the DEA. 

Fong's legal battles with 
the DEA can be traced to 
1978. At that time， he 
worked at the agency's Hong 
Kong office as an expert in 
Asian drug trafficking，and 
was due for promotion. 
Then， without warning， he 
was Ieassigr23:d to a low-level 
job in New York City， 

The agency claimed that 
his billingual skills and 
expertise in drug trafficking 
were needed there,， but over 
the next few years he was 
shuffled from one NY office 


t0 another， without ever 
usSing his Chinese language 
Skills. Fong is biliterate，and 


Speaks three Chinese dialects. 
AS a result of the 1978 job 


transfer，he filed a discrimi- 
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nation 1lawsuit against the 
DEA._ Fong charged that the 
offGicial reasons for his 
transfer were "merely 3a pre- 
text in order to place [him] 
in a low-visibility assignment 
without regards to his quali- 
ficatioris.” 


DENIED PROMOTIONS 


In 1982，the Equal Employ- 
ment Commlssion sided with 


FEong，ruling that he had 
been improperly transferred 
and denied promotions 


because of his race. 

The DEA was ordered to 
reimburse Fong 9$5,000 lin 
legal fees and give him 3a 
"permanent duty station of 
his preference and qualifica- 
tions within the jurisdictional 
Operations of the agency." 

His choice of a _ permanent 
Station was the Sacramento 
office，where he was finally 
transferred in Sept.， 1983. 

Winning in court， Fong 
discovered，was only part of 
the _ battle ITIhe DEA delayed 
lts payment of the legal fees 
for almost two years，Uuntil 
Fong filed another complaint.

DEA suddenly ordered Fong 
to Teport to ”Washington by 
June 9. At a June 12 ruling， 
Fong won a delay of the 
transfer. Chief US .District 
Judge Lawrence 下 arlton 
set a hearing date for Sept. 
23，and said that that Fong 
may remain .at his post until 
the hearing.

California Filipino Ainericans have 
WwWielded little clout. In San Fran- 
cisco for example, where Filipinos 
Iake Up nearly one-tenth of the 
civil SerVlce, less than one percent 
hold adminlstrative or managerial 
posts. In the state clvil serVvice this 
fgurels slightly higher aboutthree 
percent. The average for other 
Asian groups ls closer to 12 per- 
cent. 

The low fgures can be traced 
to persistent Stereotypes that label 
Filiplinos as Imeek，reliable，bnut 
unambitious workers, Says Melin- 
da Quintos de Jesus, echoing other 
observers. A journalist from the 
Phllippines who recently completed 
a year's fellowship at the Univer- 
Slty of Mlchigan, de Jesus says that 
Stereotype 1s compounded by the 
fact that，after 400 years of colo- 
nlal rule, mixing with Americans， 
Spanish，Japanese and Chinese， 
Imost Filipinos lacked a strong na- 
tional and cultural identity. 


ROOTS 

As a result,， says de Jesus，Fili- 
Pinos have been more likely to 
Seek roots in their home provinces 
一 until now.“Aquino”s victory was 
national，Dnot provincial，Here， 
white Amerlicans don't know she's 
from Tarlac [province]. She's a Fili- 
pino, and their pralse goes ouUt to 
Fillpinos as a people2 

According to de Jesus，Filijpino 
Americans” new sense of national 
legltimacy ls not likely to wear o 仁 . 
“Half the battle was the Internal 
gain from watching election events 
ODSELDV Shejibeleves Therestf 
ls having their feelings confrmed 
and afhrmed by Americans， It 
can't be taken away，and lt will 
read into their interactions with 
Americans. That in itself is al- 
ready political2 

More and more，in fact，such 
feelings aretranslating into action . 

Numerous Filiplino American 
asSOciations across the nation have 
begun sponsoring charity efforts 
directed at the Phillppines, allow- 
ing Filiplinos here to renew ties 
with thelir homeland . 

San Mateo County in Northern 
California，with the largest popu- 
lation of Filipinos in the Bay Area， 
elected its first Fillipino to office 
this June. (Controller Jerry Trias 
一 Ed.) 

In New Orleans last March, Fill- 
pinos for the first time joined an 
Asian coalition to back the suc- 
cessful mayoral bld of Sydney Bar- 
thelemy. 

At George Washington Unlver- 
Sity in the nation's capital, library 
SuperViSOT Jon Melegrito reports 
that many Filliplnos，once too shy 
to seek promotions，are now tak- 
ing active part in a Unlon drive 
there. 

UNIONS 

“Filiplino friends ofmine refused 
to join [union drives] in the pasty， 
said Melegrito, a Filipino who be- 
came a US citizen last year.“Bnut 
nowW they:re joining up. They're 
Saying they?re not afralid. to do 
this2” 

Not all observers take a poSltive 
reading of these trends. Daniel 
Gonzales，a professor of Asian 
American Studies at San Francisco 


State University，fears his fellow 
Filipino Americans base their sel 仁 
opinion too much on what non- 
Filipinos think. 


“Yeah，everybody loves us，bnut 
for all the wrong reasons;”Says 
Gonzales，whose parents Were 
Filipino Immigrant farmworkers. 
“We're easy to get along with， we 
don't get im the way，wWe don't 
asSSert OUIselves. We re always So 
stunned when we fnd ourselves 
Sltting at the captain's table; he 
adds.“We don't realize we Dever 
Imade captain.… 


Gaston Ortigas，who journeyed 
to the Bay Area as a political exile 
during the Marcos era, agrees that 
Iany Filiplinos still have to 邱 ght 
deeply embedded self-doubts. As 
a Schoolchild in the Philippines， 
Ortigas，who ls now 5$5$，said he 
learned far more about American 
heroes，history and government， 
than about those of the Philip- 
pines. In those Same schools，he 
Iemembers, the national language 
of Tagalog was banned until the 
late 1960s. 

“All this left Filipinos with the 
impression that the Philippines is 
inferior and America is the great- 
est，Says Ortigas. “We'rethelittle 
brothers and should look tothe US 
to pull us out of holes” 了 But Aqui- 
no's victory marked a critical turn- 
ing point，Ortigas believes.“We 
walted 20 years for the US to pull 
us ouUt of the Marcos hole. Finally 
we did lt ourselves and it feels 
great. 

“Things will be different; ”says 
Ortigasj“here and back home2

、SAN FRANCISCO - Chinese 
language television -is a 
flourishing and competitive 
business in the SF Bay Area 
as it grows to keep pace with 
the growing Chinese Ameri- 
can population. 

These 1limited budget prIroO- 
ductions may not quite match 
US and Japanese programs in 
Slickness and technical 
finesse; nevertheless， they 
enable the audience to keep 
up with developments in the 
community and the world， 
and be entertained besides. 

Chinese TV in the Bay 
Area has come a long way in 
3a Short time， Thirteen years 
ag0 there were no Chinese 
TV programs in the Bay 
Area.，  _ Currently there are 
five. Within the next year 
or two the number may 
increase to as many as nine. 

It all began on January 27， 
1974 when Amasia TV Pro- 
ductions broadcast the first 
Chinese ”Television Theater 
Program on Channel 20.， One 
of the principals was Leo 
Chen of SF State Universlity， 
a former Taiwan diplomat. 


ERANCHISE RIGHTS 


At first Amasia aired only 
tw0 hours per week of .pro- 


grams provided by Taiwan. 
In 1976 airtime WaS 
increased to four hours. 


However，in Oct 1980，Ama- 
Sia ceased broadcasting activi- 
ties asS Chen looked toward 
acquiring the franchise rights 
for Channel 66. 

The Amasia program filled 
a need in the community and 
became very popular， Starting 
with its first broadcast. 
Immigrants ， welcomed it 
because it helped to break 
their isolation in American 
society imposed by their 
limited English and it also 
was a link with their native 
land. Other Chinese Ameri- 
Cans Saw it as a means to 
learn more about Chinese 
language and culture. 

It wasn'"t long before com- 
petitors hastened to _enter the 
field to strive to capture 
their share of the audience. 
The first competitor was 
Overseas Chinese Communica- 
tions (OCTV)，founded by 
Tecent Taiwan immigrants Wu 
Feng Kun and Wu Feng TI in 
1975. 

In 1976 Huang Ying，board 
chairman of Taiwan's Chinese 
TV，and his son，followed 
with Chinese TV Productions. 
The same year yet another 
group with _ close connections 
to Taiwan travel and enter- 
tainment interests started 
United California Communi- 
cations. When the latter 


foundered in 1978 it was 
Treorganized as Sino Broad- 
casting_ Corporation (Sinocast). 
Chinatown businessman Philip 


Chan became the Station 
manager. 

NETWORK 
Following this， United 


Chinese TV，sSupported by the 
three major Taiwan stations 
- China TV，Chinese TV，and 
Taiwan TV - entered the 
field in 1981 as part of a 
national network which also 
included LA，NY， Honolulu， 
Chicago and Washington，DC. 


In 1982 T，M. Chang，Chi- 
ncSe businessman immigrant 
from Japan and Bay Area 
real estate developer founded 
Hua Sheng Broadcasting Corp 
which had a cooperative 
arrangement with NY's Hong 
Sheng Broadcasting Corp: 

In 1984 the Ming Yu Foun- 
dation of Tsai Ming Yu，Chi- 
nese banker immigrant from 
Japan， then _ established  a 
Chinese World TV office in 
SF as part of a national 


Monday and Tuesday，and 
Cantonese on Wednesday 
through Saturday. 


(3) Sinocast broadcasts 
Seven days a week from 9 to 
11:30 pm on cable-TV _ Chan- 
nel 2 The program 
includes 15 minutes of news， 
interviews， stock _ market 
Tcports， citizenship classes， 
medical lectures，English and 
Chinese lessons，etc.，all in 
Cantonese. Mandarin dramas 
are aired on Wednesday and 
Thursday，and Cantonese dra- 
mas _ from Hong Kong the 
other five days.

(4) “United Chinese TV 
broadcasts on Channel 26 
from 10 am to 12 noon on 
Sunday.

TIhe above programs repre- 
Sent 36 hours,， of total air 
time，all on two commercial 
stations， Channels 26 and 
cable-TV 22.， OCTV，Chinese 
TY and Sinocast are the Big 
Three which vie with each 
other during the week on 
prime time. Each production 
depends primarily on revenue 
from advertisements to cover 
Operating expenses. For Hua 
Sheng and United TV，how- 
ever， which only broadcast 
one day a week，maintaining 
a political presence on the 
air may be just as important 
as making 3a profit.
